DEPUTY AND SUSPECT 
KILLED IN GUN Flbl 


Michigan Officers in Quest of 
Robbers Fired on at 


Farmhouse. 


By the Associated Press. 

LAPEER, Mich., Nov. 2.—A dep- 
uty Sheriff was , lied, a 
robbery suspect apparently shot 
and killed himself and another of- 
ficer seriously wounded shortly af- 
ter noon today in a fight which en- 
sued when the officers went to a 
farmhouse north of here to ques- 
tion the occupants about’a bank 
robbery last July. Three persons 
were arrested, 

Deputy Sheriff Harvey Tedder of 
Oakland County, the father of 10 
children, was slain as he walked 
to the door of the farmhouse to 
question the occupants. Benjamin 
Dillon, 20 years old, apparently 
wounded himself fatally after he 
had slain Tedder and wounded Un- 
dersheriff Frank Greenan in the 
arm and side. Dillon before he 
died admitted participation in the 
robbery, police, said. 

Scott Dilfon, 26, a brother of the 
slain man, was arrested, as were 
the mother, Mrs. Claudia Dilion, 
52, and Miss Marian Halliday, 17, 
who had been living at the farm 
home. : 

The Oakland County officers, 
with Sheriff Byron Courter of La- 
peer County, had driven to the 
farm home, about eight miles north 
of here, on information that the 
robbers who on July 16 looted the 
State Bank .of Clarkston, Mich., 
of between $4000 and $5000. would 
be found. 

Tedder was slain. as he ap- 
proached the door. The officers re- 
turned the fire, and Sheriff Cour- 
ter reported he seized: Miss Halli- 
day, placed her in front .of him 
and was able to enter the house. 
Greenan fell after a shotgun chapge 
had been fired at him from a win- 
dow. ' 

The younger Dillon, a shotgun 
charge in his head, was found ly- 
ing on the floor of the home. The 
officers said he apparently had 
shot himself. Scott Dillon sur- 
rendered. 

Officers said Dillon would make 
no statement concerning the Clark- 
ston robbery. They said the Dil- 
lons had purchased the farm home 
a few months ago, paying cash, 
and had moved to the place almost 
immediately. Miss Halliday, they 
said, came to live with the Dillons 
a few weeks later.

The President will be taken di- 
rectly from his special train to the 
Coliseum,. where he will begin 
speaking at 7:30 o’clock. His 
speech is scheduled to last until 
> o'clock. The time is earlier thai. 
customary for such an event, be- 
cause Gov. Roosevelt had obtained 
radio time starting at 9 o'clock. 

Mr. Hoover's speech will be 
broadcast over national hookups of 
the Columbia and National broad- 
casting systems. His address at 
Springfield, Ill., will be broadcast 
by station KMOX, St. Louis, and 
three Illinois stations, from 3 to 
3:30 p. m. 

After his address, the President 
will return at once to his train 
and resume his tour, going fo St.

Mr. Hoover will dine before 
leaving his train Friday evening.

There will not be time for-a pa- 
rade on the way to the Coliseum. 
Chairman Gruner of the Republi- 
can City Committee said the Presi- 
dent would be driven to the Coli- 
seum as rapidly as possible, but 
that he would be asked to occupy 
an open automobile, if the weath- 
er permits. 

The hour for opening the doors 
of the Coliseum, at Jefferson ave- 
nue and Washington boulevard, has 
not been determined.

$100,000,000 COST 
OF NEW YORK CITY 
RELIEF THIS YEAR 


Al Smith Says Rise in Public 
Hospitals’ Needs Is Sig- 
nificant Fact.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Former 
Gov. Alfred EB. Smith, asserting the 
“depression was like a snowball 
going downhill,” estimates that 
New York City’s. expenditures for 
telief work will exceed $100,000,000 
this year. 

Smith, speaking at a meeting of 
the Unemployment Relief Commit- 
tee headed by Harvey D, Gibson, 
said that every day brought a large 
increase in the number of persons 
seeking aid, “very reluctantly,”~be- 
cause they have reached the end 
of their resources. 

In 1929, he said, the city spent 
$31,000,000 in all charitable work, 
in 1930 it was. $37,000,900 and in 
1931, $64,000,000. 

It is significant, he said, to note 
the great rise in relief‘ needs is 
in the public hospitals. 

“That.” he declared, “is unques- 
tionably the result of malnutrition, 
worriment, everything that goes 
with unemployment and the dis- 
tress that it produces.” 

Smith joined with other speakers 
in urging the voters to approve the 
$30,000,000 State bond issue for re- 
lief work, outside of the metropolis 
which will be submitted to a ref- 
etrendum next week.

BOYS SHOOTING AT 
TARGET BLOCK AWAY 


Two Arrested After Roose- 
velt High School Student 
Is Fatally Wounded — 
She Dies After Reaching 
Hospital. 


»Helen, 16-year-old daughter of 
Patrolman Herman Meier of the 
Magnolia Street Folice Station, 
died at St. Anthony’s Hospital last 
midnight of a bullet wound’ su*- 
fered yesterday efternoon as she 
was walking home from Roosevelt 
High School. Police reached the 
conclusion from all the evidence 
that she was struck by a stray 
bullet fired by one of two boys who 
were shooting .22-caliber traget 
rifles a block away. .The boys were 
held pending arm inquest’ tomorrow. 

Miss Meier, a third-year student 
at Roosevelt, was walking from 
school with a companion, Edward 
Reidel, 4128 Humphrey street, to 
her home at 4121 Utah place. 
Twenty-five feet north of the in- 
tersection of McDonald and Bent 
avenues, they stopped to watch a 
sand-lot football game. ; 

They had not stood there long 
when young Reidel said, ‘“‘Gee, I 
heard a shot,” and Helen, a mo- 
ment later, cried, “My God, I’m’ 
shot.” She staggered and Reidel 
kept her from falling. A group 


gathered and someone Offered to 


est hospital. 
Bullet Penetrated Lung. 

There it was found the bullet 
had penetrated her back and both 
lungs. Her condition was so seri- 
ous that physicians decided not to 
attempt to remove the bullet but 
to wait until today in the hope 
she might rally. At midnight she 
died of an internal hemorrhage. 

Police, assigned to investigate 
the shooting, met the two youths, 
whom they arrested, in front of 
the Meier home. The boys were: 
Edward L. Wellhausen Jr., 18 years 
old, 3405 Oak Hill avenue, and Wil- 
liam Pascoe, 16, 4019 Miami street. 
a junior at Roosevelt. Wellhausen, 
who was graduated from Rosevelt 
in 1930 and attended the University 
of Illinois for two years, gave the 
following account of the shooting: 

. “I had just come home from the 
grocery. Pascoe came oyer to the 
house and he had his gun and we 
went out to do some target shoot- 
ing. I had my gun, too. We were 
on our lawn, at the southwest cor- 
ner of Parker and Oak Hill, and 
we were shooting at a telegraph 
pole about 75 yards away. The 
country is more or less open around 
there and we didn’t see anybody 
around, The place where the 
girl was hit is diagonally across the 
block from where we were, so in 
a straight line it’s more than a 
block away and by street it’s one 
block -north and one block west. 

Told Girl Was Shot, 

“After I'd fired two shots and he, 
one, we went up to examine the 
pole. We found one shot had taken 
effect. Just about that time, some 
kids came running up, shouting, 
‘Sis is shot.’ We didn’t know who 
she was, but we found out and 
went over to her house. There 
wasn’t anyone there. Then the po- 
lice came along and we told them 
about it.” 

Police turned the rifles over to 
the ballistics division of their de- 
partment. Autopsy physicians re- 
covered the bullet, a copper-coated 
22-caliber slug, from Helen's 
left breast, am inch below the sur- 
face. Tt was, sent to the ballistics 
division to be compared with slugs 
from the two: rifles so the police 
could determine from which gun 
the fatal shot was fired. 

This afternoon, Thomas Lewis, 
research officer of the police de- 
partmént, announced that his tests | 
showed the bullet was from Well- 
hausen’s rifle. 

Had the bullet, which’ entered 
the right side of | Helen’s back, 
struck half an inch higher or.low- 
er, it would have hit a rib, and 
probably would have stopped be- 
fore reaching the lungs, leaving a 
painful but not serious wound.

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HELD IN WEALTHY 
IWELER' DEAT 


Frenchmen Described by 
New York Police as Vic- 
tim of ‘‘Hit and Run” 
Speakeasy Gang.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—The 


death of Achille Mirner, a wealthy 
jeweler from Paris, was said to be 
cleared up today with the arrest 
for homicide of a blond woman 
and two male associates in what 
police called. a “hit-and-run” 
speakeasy venture. 

Mirner, vivacious Frenchman, 
here on a business trip, wondered 
what Broadway after midnight was 
like. Last Saturday, with bout 
$1800 wadded in his pocket, he 
went. forth to find out. A few hours 
later he staggered back to his ho- 
tel, moaning and bearing eviden 
of a beating. Monday he died of 
his injuries. 

Detectives, linking the beating 
with the apparent loss of his $1300, 
learned he had been drinking in a

The first disorder came Oct. 21 
when Parliament reconvened. The 
jobless army’s arrival in London 
last Thursday was the signal for 
the second,.and the third came 
Sunday night in Trafalgar Square

Since he stepped into an airplane 
here July 2 fr his acceptance 
speech at Chicago, Gov. Roosevelt 
has traveled more than 17,000 
miles. He has been in 37 of the 
48 states, several of them two or 
three times. The only states he has 
not visited are Nevada, Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Alabama and Fiorida. 
A last-minute change in plans 
brought the Governor back to Al- 
bany instead of his home at Hyde 
Park where he had _ previously 
planned to go. 

Rain forced him to abandon in 
New England the open touring car 
in which he prefers to ride but at 
every stop there were large crowds 
to greet him. In.the country, as 
dark came on, men and women 
stood in lighted doorways to see 
Gov.

At Maplewood he spoke 
of the steel industry which he said 
could not exist without the pro- 
tection of the tariff. He repeated 
his declarations in favor of repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment and 
modification of the Volstead law 
to permit the manufacture and sale 
of real beer.

tion of voters of both sexes to take 
part in next week's balloting is in, 
dicated in virtually every state. 
While registration had to be esti- 
mated in many states because of 
the lack of an official central 
agency to collect the statistics, the 


figures show decreases only in six | 


states—Arkansas, Delaware, Geor- 
gia, Idaho, Pennsylvania and 
Texas—and the same estimate as 
in 1928 for Minnesota and Wyom- 
ing. In some of these cases the 
1932 estimates may be more con- 
servative than four years ago, but 
in others the registration actually 
has dropped off for various re 
sons. 

Excepting Pennsylvania, all siais 
with large electoral votes show 
higher re rations.

Segregation of eligible voters ac- 
cording to parties was not possible 
in most states, although in Pennayl- 
vania the Democratic registration 
fell off, while the Republican fig- 
ure established a new high. The 
registration of women there ac- 
counted for the entire 59,000. de- 
crease, : 

On the other hand, in President 
Hoover’s home state of California, 
the Republicans gained only 29,000 
While the Democrats rolled up an 
increase of 570,000. 

A study of previous. elections 
shows a normal stay-at-home vote 
of 15 per cent. 

If the 15 per cent normal basis 
is used, the actual vote next week 
will be close to 40,000,000, or 39,- 
920,445, an increase of more than 
3,600,000 over that of 1928. 

Some of the larger increases in 
registration are in Wisconsin, 
where officials estimate the gain 
at 620,000: California, 575,000: 
Ohio, 500,000; New York, 340,000, 
and Indiana. 325,000. 

Big Cities Show Increases. - 

Except Philadelphia, which felt 
the decline in the total Pennsyl- 
vania registration, all of the big 
cities showed increases. Some of

At the close “of his address, 
Glass, who had described Mills in 
his prepared address as the “really 
lovable Secretary of the Treasury,” 
charged that Mills’ use of an ad- 
vance copy of his speech, dis- 
tributed for the convenience of 
newspaper correspondents, involved 
a “breach of confidence disdained 
by every honorable newspaper man 
in the nation.”’ 

“I Keep My Rapier Clean.” 

“Had Secretary Mills desired a de~ 
bate with me in the open,” Glass 
concluded, “‘where each could give 
and take blow for blow, he would 
have experienced no difficulty in 
getting accommodated; but, if he 
prefers the backstairs methods of 
controversy, he is at liberty to 
make that choice. I prefer to keep 
by rapier clean and play the game 
as gentlemen in their code of ethics 
require.” 

In reply, Mills said that it was 
not unusual for rival political par- 
ties to secure advance copies of 
speeches from each other, and 
added that he was certain Senator 
Glass would prefer that his speech 
be answered with some forethought 
rather than extemporaneously. Glass 
learned about the intended Millis’ 
reply late yesterday afternoon. 

Glass’ speech, saturated with 
corrosive denunciation, charged 
that, if the President feared the 
country was about to go off the 
gold standard, he was guilty of 
“amazing dishonesty” when he per- 
mitted the sale’ of nearly $4,000,- 
000,000 of Government securities 
in the first half of 1932. 

Topics Glass Touched Upon. 

No other prominent Democrat 
has uttered such a scathing in- 
dictment of President Hoover and 
his administration. Glass said that 
iliness had delayed his taking part 
in the pending campaign.

Mills Replying to Glass Declares 
That Speculators Were Warned 


Says Stock Orgy, Its ‘Fundamental Impulse 
in Human Nature,’ Was Carried On by 
‘Imponderable Psychological Factor.”

‘WASHINGTON. Nov. 2.—A few 


minutes after Senator Glass of Vir- 
ginia delivered over a nation-wide 


radio. system last night a speech 
lambasting President Hoover and 
his Secretaries of the Treasury and 
urging the election vf Gov. Roose- 
velt, Secretary of the Treasury 
Mills delivered a_ self-described 
“answer” over the same system. . 
The Virginian concluded by say- 
ing he was advised Mills had ob- 
tained an advance copy of his ad- 
dress “which involves a breach of 
confidence disdained by every hon- 
orable newspaper man.” Mills re- 
plied: “He knows perfectly well 
that every advance copy of a 
speech I distribute finds its way at 
once to the Democratic Nations! 
Committee and that practically 
every advance copy of Democratic 
speeches comes into our hands. 
There was no breach of release.” 
Mills said Senator Glass had dis- 
avowed the “terrible financial pro- 
gram passed by the Democratic 
house” but that Franklin D. Roose- 
velt had not joined him in this 
stand. Mills, denying many of 
Glass’ assertions, said the founda- 
tion of economic recovery had been 
laid and that “we will not have to 
wait much longer for the dawn of 
the day we have been looking for.” 
Referring to the House finan- 
cial program he said: “I knew 
that he (Glass) disavowed it. The 
trouble is that the Democratic 
party nominated the very man 
under whose leadership that pro- 
gram was put through for the 


great office of Vice-President; and, 
more important still, the Demo- 


cratic candidate for the presidency 


does not take his place alongside 
Senator Glass. He does not dis- 
avow it. Would he had the Sen- 
ator’s courage.” 

The Secretary contended the ad- 
ministration did not encourage 
speculation during the boom years 
of 1928 and 1929.. In this con- 
nection he said Andrew Mellon, 
then Secretary of the Treasury, 
supported the policy of increasing 
the discount rates of reserve banks 
all during the spring of:1929 He 
ndded that, in February, 1929, the 
Federal Reserve Board also issued 
a warning against the excessive use 
of credit for speculative purposes, 
and cautioned the member banks 
that it was not proper for them to 
make use of the rediscount facili- 
ties for the purpose of .making 
speculative loans or maintaining 
them. Mills declared this warn- 
ing came on. top of one that had 
been issued in June of the previous 
year. 

Mills asserted that the ensuing 
depression had its origin in “vast 
speculative movements that seemed 
to have their fundamental impulse 
in human nature itself” rather than 
in Government or individuals. 


Drift Into Speculation. 

“Here was an immense move- 
ment,” he said, “embracing a num- 
ber of countries and derived from 
a great variety of causes having 
their origin in many quarters, act- 
ing on and supplementing each 
other, and carried forward by an 
imponderable psychological factor 
which impelled millions of human 
beings, suddenly free from the 
crushing “and destructive influ- 
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ences of a great war, urged to give 
full freédom to their creative and 
constructive impulses, and from 
that safe ground gradually fo drift 
on into the area of speculation and 
unsound practices.” 

Referring to Glass’ recitation 
that the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion was a re-creation of the War 
Finance Corporation organized by 
the Democratic administration dur- 
fing the war, Mills asked “how 
does that detract,in any way from

VOTE FOR THE BOND ISSUE. 


So far as St. Louis is congérned, the most impor- 
tant single item on the ballot is the proposal for a 
$4,600,000 bond issue, the proceeds of which are to 
be used for relief. There are approximately 125,000 
persons in St. Louls who are unemployed and are 
unable to find work. Relief organizations are feed- 
ing one of every 10 families in the city. If the city 
is placid and free from frénzied agitation, it is be- 
cause we have up to the present found means to ward 
off starvation, wholesale evictions anc unheard-of 
conditions of misery. 

We say up to the present advisedly, because after 
Dec. 1 relief funds, except for the proceeds of such 
special taxes as the Municipal Bridge tolls and the 
gasoline levy, will be exhausted. Soon after the de- 
pression get in, it became evident that the inary 
charitable agencies could not cope with the situation, 
and it was found necessary to augment their fands 
with money from the city treasury. Early this year, 
the crisis drive was staged; in which -the people eon- 
tributed more than $1,000,000 and the city $600,000. 
All this money is gone and the loan recently, made 
from the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, to tide 
us over until a bond issue could be voted on, may 
not last beyond Dec, 1. 

Under the circumstances, it becomes a high and 
grave civic duty to scratch “No” on the bond issue 
proposal and vote “Yes.” The bonds are not a charge 
on property, but will be paid from the proceeds of 
the Municipal Bridge tolls. They will not be issted 
all at once, but only as needed, and it is to be hoped 
that conditions will soon improve to the point where 
some of them may be canceled. With private and 
publi¢ relief fund sources largely dried up, the bond 
issue is the only alternative.

At St. Louis, on the other hand, 
the Freshman squad is the smallest 
and the lightest in'some years. 
Coaches Davidson, Salinsky and De 
Christofero feel that, if they could 
use the same eleven men through- 
out, their team would an ex- 
cellent account of itself despite the 
fact that the only competition it 
has had has been scrimmage 
‘against the varsity. But, there is a 
squad of only 24 players available 
and the preponderance of weight 
will be with Washington with the 
St.. Louis weight-average between 
168 and 170 pounds. 

Some Stars on Team. 

There are, however, some real 
foetball players on the St. Louis 
squad und the starting backfield, 
composed of Hudson, formerly of 
Soldan, at quarter, - Woods of 
Roosevelt and St. Eve of Belleville 
at the halves and Turk of Mur- 
freesboro at fullback, is a real com- 
bination. Then, there are Heitz, 
who made some football his- 
tory at Roosevelt, and-McCaskill, 
formerly of Chaminade. The young 
Billikens have their two heaviest 
men in positions where they fig- 
ure to be most useful—at tackle. 
They are Smith, a 200-pounder, and 
Gerglum, who weighs 185. 

Another former Roosevelt High 
star who has shone in his fresh- 
man football work at St. Louis is 
“Red” Krause.

After the November election, the 
15 Missouri Electors will be sum- 
moned to meet in Jefferson City 
The pay is that of a member of 
the Legislature—$5 a day. One of 
the number will be chosen to carry 
the State's vote for President and 
Vice-President t0 Washington. The 
allowance for travel is 5 cents a 
mile. It i# not a ‘very expensive 
matter. Each state pays its own 
Electors. The rate probably varies. 


What is meant by pork-barrel 
legislation? When and how did

Pork-barrel legislation is a slang 
expression used to designate any 
kind of unnecessary expenditure of 
public money to benefit politicians 
or @ political party, though osten- 
sibly in the public interest. The 
situation as to the veterans’ com- 
pensation matter is this: On Feb. 
27, 1931, Congress umended the 
compensation act authorizing an in- 
crease in the basic loan value from 
about 22 per cent to 50 per cent of 
face value, The remainder of the 
50 per cent is not payable until 
1945. Various plans are now advo-. 
cated to pay the certificates in full 
at this time. In the last Congress, 
the Patman bill authorizing the 
printing of $2,300,000,000 of green- 
backs for this purpose was intro- 
duced and passed the House of

Coughing and Sneezing 


T BE custom of saying “Bless 


you” when a person sneezes is 

really quite curious, for, from 
a knowledge of how disease may 
be spread by sneezing and by 
coughing, one should imagine that 
the sneezer should wish blessings 
for those about him. 


They are more in need of bless- 
ings, for often they have become 
exposed to infection by the bac- 
teria and other disease-producing 
agents which float about in the 
droplets of sputum shot out of the 
mouth of one who sneezes. 

That infection may be transmit- 
ted by sputum droplets has been 
demonstrated scientifically many 
times over. 

One of the early experiences in 
the World War demonstrated that 
overcrowding of soldiers much in- 
creased the spread of infectiors 
diseases among them: Some of 
these diseases were rather of a 
dangerous nature, as, for example. 
meningitis. 

Profiting by this observation, it 
was. possible .to reduce the num- 
ber of meningitis cases a ring 
in’ the barracks by increasing the 
space between soldiers’ . beds. 

In the influenza and pneumonia 
outbreak of 1918, a great deal of 
infection undoubtedly was passed 
on from the well to ‘the. sick 

ugh droplets ejected into the 
ree “by careless coughing and snecz- 
ng. 

Bacteriologic studies of the air 
of certain amusement halls in Eu- 
rope clearly demonstrated that 
during an epidemic of respiratory 
diseases,-the atmosphere contained 
many hundreds of times the bac.
